Within the corpus of the O9A, one must look at the essence of what is said as opposed to the 
literal words and tone. With the Code of Kindred Honour (COKH), the essences of the points 
may be simplified thusly: 


Those who are not niners are mundanes. The COKH is to be respected by niners. 
A niner respects other niners and is not fully trusting especially of mundanes. 

A niner is willing to defend himself or herself in the face of danger. 

Aniner defends other niners and those with whom a promise has been made. 
Aniner is not submissive nor allows fellow niners to be abused. 

A niner is not willing to submit to the force of another. 

Aniner does not fully trust those who are against him or her. 

Aniner seeks to settle serious disputes with honour. 

9. Aniner seeks to settle non-serious disputes amicably by a neutral party. 

10. Aniner keeps his or her word after it has been given. 

11. Aniner acts in accordance with the COKH towards niners. 

12. Aniner prefers the company of those with similar understanding than with enemies. 
13. Aniner keeps his or her word unless a compromise has been reached. 
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In addition to the COKH, we, as followers and associates of the O9A, adhere to the 10 
Precepts. Within the O9A, an individual is to first invert conventional morality to gain a certain 
type of insight. There are many manuscripts which cover this early phase of the 7 Fold Way. As 
one moves through the grade of External Adept, however, as Anton Long and others have 
states numerous times (qv Naos) such early symbolism, ethics, worldviews, etc. are tools which, 
when the individual has gained certain insight, are to be discarded. 


The 10 Precepts are akin to the 21 Satanic Points used in the lower grades. That is, a guiding 
view of ethics in order to attain certain insight used after the lower weltanschauung is discarded. 
Following such morality, in essence as opposed to strict adherence to form, one is exponentially 
closer to lapis philosophicus. 


1. Do not take life, in actuality or symbolically 
2. Do not steal 

3. Do not engage in or indulge abusive or inappropriate sexuality 
4. Donotlie 

5. Do not use intoxicants 
6. Do not criticize others 

7. Do not boast of attainments nor belittle others 

8. Do not be intimidating in giving knowledge or causal wealth 
9. Do not harbour or dwell on anger 

10. Do not defame the Credas 


The Credas are divided into 2 sections, 1 is the underlying essence of the O9A, the other is the 
underlying essence of the attitude focused on lapis philosophicus. 


| seek refuge in the sage of lapis philosophicus, who is within me 

| seek refuge in the Wyrd and accept what occurs outside of my control with no 
resistance 

| seek refuge in the Code of Kindred Honour and the manuscripts of the Corpus 


Refrain from causing evil 
Do only good and refrain from arguments on non-essential matters 
Do good unto others, whether they are niners or not
